BIRDS AND DINOSAURS 


The dinosaurs in this book look strange, but they are all real. They 
were discovered very recently by fossil hunters in Liaoning, China. 

These new discoveries were very important. They proved that 
birds were not the only animals with feathers. Other dinosaurs 
had feathers, too. 

Dinosaur feathers changed over time: First some dinosaurs 
got soft, short, fluffy feathers. Then some dinosaurs got longer, 
stiffer feathers. Finally some small dinosaurs used their long, 
stiff feathers to fly. Some of these dinosaurs were the first birds. 

After birds appeared, the earlier feathered dinosaurs did not all 
die out. Feathered dinosaurs that could not fly lived side by side 
with birds for millions of years. 



That is why all the dinosaurs 
Ms. Frizzle and the kids see on 
their trip were living together in 
China 130 million years ago.
